Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues the structure and problem to be 
solved by Parthasarthy is different from the claimed invention because the cited art does not disclose a plurality of discrete regions 
extending in a columnar-type arrangement completely through spaced apart opposed surfaces. Parthasarathy shows that the hot and 
cool regions (discrete regions) comprise fibers and matrix materials in the regions (stacks) and thus, the fiber stacks extend from surface 
to surface (completely through the first and second regions) (column 2, lines 7-20).Additionally, the problem to be solved by the invention 
is an intended use, which is given little patentable weight. 
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
